PREFACE. 


To  the  Chairnan  and  Menbers  of  the 
Public  Health  CoDLiittee, 

lir,  Chaiman,  Ladies  and  Gentlenen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Rural  District 
Council  for  the  year  ended  31st  December  1970. 

The  population  figures  for  the  Area  continue  to  rise,  with  a total 
figure  of  11,630,  shoviing  a.n  increase  of  360  over  last  year's  figures. 

The  general  health  of  the  District  was  again  excellent  and  very  few 
cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  reported  as  having  occurred  during  the 
year. 


Deaths , 

The  death  returns  for  the  year  show  that  7 men  and  2 women  died  of 
Cancer  of  the  Lung.  Altogether  there  were  19  deaths  due  to  Cancer, 
and  Cancer  of  the  Lung  accounted  for  105^  of  all  male  deaths . This 
is  in  line  with  natione.l  figures.  There  is  no  doubt  that  Cancer  of  the 
Limg  is  associated  with  heavy  and  prolonged  cigarette  smoking,  and  that 
a person  who  stops  smoking  reduces  the  risk  of  developing  Cancer  of  the  Lung, 
Coronary  Heart  Disease  or  Bronchitis. 

There  were  four  accidental  deaths  during  1970,  It  is  not  widely 
realised  thmit  accidental  death  is  indeed  prevonta,ble  death,  and  that  it 
is  the  commonest  caiase  of  death  under  40  years  of  age  in  the  country. 


Health  Centro. 

The  Bunting-ford  Health  Centre  and  Group  Practice  Surgeries  were  opened 
officially'  on  the  21st  October  1970.  This  purpose  built  centre  has  already 
proved  of  greo.t  value  to  patients,  doctors  and  their  helpers. 

Hcdem  medicine  is  tending  toT;?,rds  team  work.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
a Health  Centre  provides  a pleasant  atmosphere  for  consultation.  Perhaps 
even  more  important,  it  provides  a focal  point  where  doctors  and  other 
members  of  the  medical  team  coji  meet  and  discuss  their  problems,  IJithout 
easy  communication  much  medical  effort  can  easily  be  v^asted. 
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Dr»  Friaelle  frequently  nentioned  how  grateful  he  v/as  to  the  staff 
of  the  Public  Health  Departnent  for  their  work,  I should  like  to  add 
ny  personal  thanks  to  Hr,  Heed  for  the  help  and  advice  he  has  given  to  ne, 
and  to  lyiiss  Kent  for  t he  clerical  work  she  has  carried  out  during  the 
year  and  in  the  preparation  of  the  statistics  for  this  report, 

I an  gratefifL  to  the  other  CHiief  Officers  for  their  help,  and  tha.nk 
the  nenbers  of  the  Public  Health  Connittee,  the  Council,  and  their 
Chaimen,  for  their  continued  interest  in  Public  Health  natters.

The  mid-year  figures  for  the  population  of  the  District  was  11,630 
compared  with  the  1969  figure  of  11,270.  This  gave  an  increase  in 
population  of  360,  made  up  of  a natural  increase  of  86  and  an  im^ard 
migration  of  274. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  rose  from  3,857  to  4,016,  the 
number  of  houses  per  acre  from  0,085  to  0,088,  the  number  of 
persons  per  acre  from  0.247  to  0,255,  while  the  number  of  persons 
per  house  fell  from  2,92  to  2.896, 

VI Till  STATISTICS  AtlD  CAUS3S  OF  DEATHS. 

The  number  of  live  births  continued  to  rise.  The  birth  rate  is 
18,7  per  thousand  compared  with  16  for  England  and  hales.  There 
were  no  stillbirths,  and  no  maternal  deaths.  Only  one  child  died 
under  the  age  of  4 weeks,  due  to  a congenital  abnormality. 

In  the  year  68  men  died,  7 of  these  were  due  to  lung  cancer, 
tills  figure  is  similar  to  the  National  average.  In  addition 
two  women  died  of  lung  cancer.  This  means  that  out  of  the  19 
deaths  due  to  cancer,  S were  due  to  lung  cancer.  This  is  the 
commonest  preventable  cause  of  death. 

Two  people  under  twenty  four  died  accidental  deaths.  In  the 
small  numbers  of  this  District,  these  figures  may  seem  insignificant. 
They  do  represent  the  fact  that  accidental  death  is  the  commonest 
cause  of  death  under  40  on  a National  scale.  Again,  these  are 
preventable  deaths,

As  far  as  the  routine  inmunisation  of  children  is  concerned, 
birth  notification  of  children  in  the  County  has  been  processed  by 
computer  and  in  consequence  it  has  been  possible  to  send  out  an 
appointment  for  every  child  to  attend  a Clinic  or  its  own  Doctor  for 
immunisations  as  they  have  become  due.  This  scheme  was  introduced 
in  East  Herts,  in  ’January  1968, 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  a traveller  entering  certain 
countries  must  produce  an  International  Certificate  of  Vaccination 
against  Smallpox,  Yellow  Fever  and  Cholera,  International  Certificates 
should  be  procured  from  the  travel  agency  when  the  intending  traveller 
makes  his  booking. 

Vaccination  is  done  by  the  patient's  own  Doctor,  who  m\ist  enter 
on  the  Certificate  particulars  of  the  vaccine  employed.  The  Doctor's 
signature  must  then  be  authenticated  at  the  local-  not  the  County- 
Health  Department,  which  holds  facsimiles  of  all  signatures  of  Doctors 
in  the  District,

Protection  becones 
valid  6 days  after  icnunisation  and  lasts  for  six  months. 

Typhoid  Fever  is  ondenic  in  some  countries  and  nay  be  contracted 
by  travellers  in  mediterranean  areas,  I vjculd  here  reiterate  the 
advice  given  in  previous  Annual  Reports  that  anyone  proposing  to 
spend  holidays  in  such  regions  ought,  for  their  ovm  sakes  and  for 
the  sake  of  others,  to  seek  protection  from  T.A.B.  Inmimisation, 

This  should  not  be  left  to  the  last  moment,  as  the  interval  betv/een 
the  first  and  second  doses  should  be  at  least  four  weeks  and  preferably 
six  weeks,  because  of  the  delay  in  building  up  effective  immunity. 

Home  Help  Service.

New  Building. 

During  1970  Houses  built  be;"  Private  Enterprise  totalled  154. 
Council  Housing. 

Construction  of  ten  houses  at  Little  Iiadhan  W3£  finished  during 
the  year,  completing  the  new  development  of  26  houses  commenced  in 
1969.  Three  bungalows  were  also  completed  in  Little  Iladham. 

At  Braughing  six  bungalows  were  completed  and  work  started  on 
ei^it  flats  at  Cottered  and  tifelve  at  Much  Hadham, 

Negotiations  continued  regai-ding  the  proposed  36  flats  at 
Buntingford  and  agreement  was  reached  for  the  purchase  of  land  for 
erection  of  six  bungalox^s  at  Anstey. 


PolloTring  the  submission  of  a detailed  analysis  of  current 
applications  for  housing  and  consideration  of  the  then  programme 
for  building  Council  housing  accommodation  a further  provisional 
programme  was  agreed,  the  actual  numbers  of  units  of  accommodation 
may  vary  depending  upon  availability  of  suitable  sites  etc.  This

Good  progress  was  made  in  clearing  the  backlog  of  people  living  in 
condemned  houses  and  mainly  as  a result  of  completion  of  new  accommodation 
it  was  possible  to  re-house  eight  such  cases. 
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Inprovepent  and  Standard  Grants. 


This  potentially  important  aspect  of  improving  the  standard 
of  the  cottage  properties  in  the  Area  continued  to  be  dealt  with 
by  the  Surveyor  and  his  staff. 

During  the  year  a total  of  3I  applications  'were  received  and 
19  Improvement  (Discretionary)  and  12  Standard  Grants  were  approved, 
involving  33  dwellings. 

Allocation  of  Council  Housing  Accommodation. 

The  Waiting  Lists  of  Applications  for  Council  accommodation 
continued  to  be  maintained  by  the  Public  Health  Department. 
Inspections  arc  made  to  ascertain  the  Housing  needs  of 
applicants  so  that  full  information  is  available  to  the  Estates 
Committee,  who  select  tenants  as  tenancies  become  available. 

Investigations  made  during  the  year  emphasised  the  under- 
occupation of  many  of  the  Council’s  houses  and  it  is  apparent 
tha.t  the  building  of  one  or  two  bodroomed  units  and  the  transfer 
of  existing  tena.nts  to  them  will,  in  most  parishes,  provide  a 
most  useful  contribution  towards  meeting  the  needs  of  the  more 
urgent  applications  on  the  lists.  The  programme  of  providing 
this  accommodation  is  referred  to  on  the  previous  page. 


Warden-controlled  Bungalows . 

At  Buntingford  and  Much  Hadham  the  Council  have  small  groups 
of  bungalows  and  at  each  of  those  tvfo  sites  there  is  a resident 
Warden,  During  the  year  a new  Warden  was  appointed  at  Much  Hadham 
and  close  liason  vrith  both  Wardens  continued. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  availability  of  the  Warden  to 
answer  Emergency  Bell  calls  and  the  day  to  day  help  given  with 
shopping,  phone  calls,  fetching  medicines  etc.  is  appreciated  by 
the  tenants  end  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  at  both  sites  the 
Wardens  have  arranged  regular  Social  gatherings  for  those  who  wish 
to  take  part.

Detailed  inspections  and  re-visits  continued  following  ny  efforts 
in  1969  to  bring  occupiers  attention  to  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.

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IfATER  SUPPLY 


Tlie  Mains  water  supply  in  the  District  is  provided  by  the  Lee 
Yalley  Mater  Conpanj/,  Duriny  the  year  the  Conpany  reported  that 
254  bacteriological  and  9 chenical  water  sanples  were  taken  fron 
within  the  District  and  all  of  those  were  satisfactory. 

There  are  44  wells  in  use  in  the  District  and  they  supply 
104  houses. 

Routine  bacteriological  sanples  of  these  well  supplies  a-re 
undertaken  and  56  sanples  gave  satisfactory  results  whilst  45 
were  unsatisfactory. 

Most  linsaiisfactory  results  were  rattributable  to  storage  tanks 
that  were  in  need  of  thorough  cleansing  and  sterilisation  but  there 
are  a few  supplies  (nostly  shallow  wells)  which  are  liable  to  3;'ield 
poor  results  at  any  tine  and  in  these  cases  the  users  of  the  water 
ai’e  advised  to  alxfays  boil  it  before  drinking  and  preparing  uncooked 
foodstuffs  etc.

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963. 

There  are  40  premises  registered  under  this  Act  and  18  routine 
inspections  vrere  made.  Upon  registration  an  inspection  is  carried 
out  and  the  owner  notified  cf  any  contraventions  fovind.  During  the 
course  of  routine  visits  7 defects  were  noted  but  co-operation  was 
generally  good  and  no  legal  action  was  necessary  to  secure 
compliance  with  the  Act. 

Pest  Control. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  a private  Contractor  on  behalf  of  the 
Council  and  matters  referred  to  him  were  dealt  with  satisfactorily. 
Once  more  rat  infestations  were  particularly  heavy  in  the  last 
quarter  of  the  year;  108  reports  of  rats  in  and  around  domestic 
premises  were  received  and  20  requests  for  eradication  of  mice  were 
dealt  with. 
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Niprht  Soil  Collection. 


Weekly  collection  continued  to  be  made,  by  a Contractor,  iron  59 
properties.  Tliis  service  included  all  unaodernised  Co;incil  hoiises. 

Few  additional  requests  for  the  service  have  been  received  fron 
private  householders. 

Sewage  Disposal. 

Eleven  of  the  nineteen  parishes  in  the  District  are  served  by 
nain  sei’irerage  and  due  to  the  national  econonic  situation  etc*,  no 
further  schenes  xvere  undertaken  for  the  renaining  snail  parishes 
during  the  year. 

Cesspools  aro  cnptied  free  of  charge  twice  per  year  where  the 
nain  sewer  is  not  available  to  residential  properties. 

Refuse  Collection. 

A weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  is  nade  and  this  service  is 
organised  by  the  Council’s  Surveyor. 

Tipping  of  refuse  fron  this  Area  and  Bishop’s  Stortford  Urban 
District  is  carried  out  at  Iladhan  Toilers,  Much  IIadha,n.  This  tip 
is  controlled  by  Bishop’s  Stortford  Urban  District  Council  and 
refuse  fron  the  Braughing  Rural  District  is  disposed  of  there 
by  agreenent.
